"I have seen no sign whatever of 
ho&t&tty, neither by word nor action/' 
says the Commissioner, "Thorn is 
curiosity in abundance; but even in 
tie heart of the cities or villages we 
are received with every courtesy." 

The pioneer officers, gathered from 
Engjand, America, Canada, Scandi- 
ttavja, Australia, and New Zealand, 
are now hard at work on. the Field. 
After two years of wrestling with 
the language, all ' are able to speak 
with, more or less freedom without 
an interpreter. Since people who 
have spent twenty years in the coun- 
try can boast only a limited know- 
ledge of the difficult characters, all 
th«? greater honor belongs to our 
ogteers who have launched out with 
their small vocabulary.

Forty years ago on Thursday, June 
2i, The Salvation Army was legally 
established under the name, •which 
was endorsed en its Deed Foil by a 
Memorandum dated June 24, 1&80. 
.Previously the Organization hod been 
styled The Christian Mission, and as 
such received Its legal standing two 
years before on August 7, 1878, when 
the Deed Poll was enrolled In the 
Chancery Division of the High Court 
of Justice. 

By this legal enactment The Army 
was declared to be a religious society 
composed of persons desiring to unite 
themselves together for the pur- 
poses of spreading tho Gespd> under 
the direction and control of one per- 
son, called The General Superinten- 
dent William Booth was declared 
to be the first General Superinten- 
dent for the term of hie natural life, 
with power to. himself and to each, of 
his successors to appoint his and 
their successors respectively. 

Under this provision the first Gen- 
eral's eldest son was appointed his 
immediate successor. He is known 
the world over as General Bramwell 
Booth. It is substantial ground for 
wonder and praise to God that since 
1880 The Salvation Army has spread 
to all parts of the world, its Flag 
now flying in Rixty-nine different 
countries.

Brandon's Splendid Band 

Pride of tiie Whtat City r 

Under UmJ baton of Candma&ter 
George W«r the Brandon Band's pro- 
crw 3taa been truly phenomenal, and 
desplto all the disadvantages that the 
war period brought to the Band, when 
so many of its members went across 
the seas in the service of thetr King, 
it has risen np from its ashes to far 
excel its former self. Undoubtedly 
much of the advance made has been 
due to the exceptional leadership ot 
the present Bandmaster, George Weir, 
a son of Adjutant and Mrs. Weir of 
Vanconver, B,C 

Bandmaster Weir, woo ia still a 
very young man. was converted on 
April 3, 1912, and atthoagh only n boy 
of 18 years, God spoke to his ytmng 
heart awd a real experience was the 
result. In August of the follo«ing 
year he followed the bent of his cnar- 
actcr, which led uite to Hie Band. The 
cominff of Adjutant and Mrs. Weir to 
Brandon, in DecHUber of 191d, brinE- 
lug Geot-ge wiUi Utem. was the begin- 
ning of & great era for him and for 
the Band, for the following June he 
was asked to form the renowned Boys* 
Band, which be showed great talent 
in whipping into sha?£ in a remark- 
ably snort time. When most of the 
older men left for overseas h<s became 
the war*ttme Bandmaster. 

The Brandon Boys' Band did yeoman 
service during the war — on one occa- 
sion taking a trip extending over two 
weekd and earning Eoldcn laurels 
everywhere they went for their splen- 
did playing: flud good behavior. Un- 
doubtedly the wonderful standing of 
The Army in Bramlnn i& to a 'large 
extent doe to t&$ magnificent service 
tho Band rimilettd Xa laeellag every 
train coming 1 through Brandon with 
men returning from overseas. In all, 
eighty-seven trains w«re liifit, and 
thanks and expressions of approval 
have come from all parts of the coun- 
try, as well as from all classes of peo- 
f-ta In their own city for this service 
n September, 1919, many of the men 
who had gena overseas from the 
Band's ranks having retained, and the 
boys having ffrown considerably, tbe 
Band was reorganised sad George 
Weir betamu the Senior Bandiuastar.

Id 3912, darinE the term of com- 
mand of Adjutant filagee and. Captain 
ajcElmoyJe, the first tiongster Brigade 
of the- Brandon Corps was formed, 
Under the leadership, of Bandsman 
(now Captain} Fred Mundy. The first 
practice was called, and the new Bri- 
gade, constsUm? of some fourteen 
voices, started its career with a single 
object— to Bins to tho Glory of God 
and the salvation of sinners. 

Under his capable leadership, also 
that of his brother (now Captain )i 
George mundy, tho Brigade continued 
along in the right direction, gradually 
gaining in musical efficiency until tho 
fall of 1315, when, through several 
fareweliifiR for the Training College, 
including" the leader, and others enlist- 
ing in the C.E.F., the Brigade was left 
minus many of its most capable sing- 
erea. The few that remained continued 
for some time, under Bandmaster Geo. 
Weir, to render service to the Corps 
and for God, but under the circum- 
stances were forced to break up. 

For about two years there was no- 
thing done in Brigade Singing, but in 
January, 1018, Ensign Bourne decided 
to try again, with the appointment of 
n new Songster Leader inHhe person 
of Bandsman JZ. Watt. The Brigade 
has carried on evr since with consid- 



erable nuceess, singing; only from the 
Musical Salvationist 

Apart from the musical side, the 
Brigade has done its part., having- sent 
a EOod number of its members into the 
field as Officers in The Army. Among 
them aro both its former leadors, Cap T 
taina Fred and George Mundy; also 
Captain Bowyer of the Women'ij Socin. 
work nt Calgary, Captain Gertie Fox, 
now nt Etettlec; Mr*. Captain Skot- 
ness (nee Fiorrie Kendall), now eft 
her way to the Indian Field; Captain 
Tom Mundy, private secretary to the 
Commissioner, and Captain Fred Fox, 
stationed at Winnipeg VIII.

Adjutant F. Carrel, the heroic Corps 
Officer of Reims, is going on the re- 
tired Uat, She has just been awarded 
by the Freseh Govexaxaent tho Croix 
do Guerre, together witti a certifkate 
atatht? that she "remained volotttanly 
at Reims till the evacoatio4 of the 
town ia March* 1918, lavishing' her 
care, on the wooiicted dviliasa and mili- 
tary Jh the most violent boinbard- 
meabs, and in so dolus gave proof of 
her towage, and devotion." 

While death-spraadiB& shdls scarce- 
ly ceased to ruin upon the cits. Adja- 
ta&t Carrel and Captain GoOglet wait 
qnietly and coolly ahont -their work.

While 
they were fa the postomce another 
bomb fell. They did sot move, hot 
everybody else rushed into the street. 
Ad it happened, the tomb failed: to «- 
plotle, and too two women Salvation- 
ists escaped onhort, hnt nambers of 
those who fled from the <HSce were 
killed or iiJBTcd !at« by the bursting 
of a second bomb.
